SCHEDULE FOR LAND LOCALS CIVIDEWITH 


CLEARING SCHOOL 


LAND CLEARING TRAIN AT 
FREDERIC AND GRAYLING 
SEPT. 26-27. 


East Lansing, Sept. 19. The land 
clearing train which left Cheboygan 
on Sept. 18 for its tour of the north- 
ern counties of the lower peninsula 
will reach Frederic and Grayling on 
Sept. 26 and 27, respectively. 

The land clearing demonstration 
will be held on the Arthur Howse 
farm east of Frederic at 9 o'clock 
sharp, Tuesday and in Grayling at the 
R. Hanson alfalfa field south of the 
lumber piles, at 9:00 a. m. sharp Wed- 
nesday. The farmers of Beaver Creek, 
Grayling and South Branch townships 
are narticularly urged to be at the 
Grayiing demonstration. 

The train, which is in charge of L. 
F. Livingston, land clearing special- 
ist of the Michigan Agricultural Col- 


lege extension division, will carry 
complete equipment for demonstra-| 
tion of land clearing methods and op- 
erations. It will be practically the 
same train which was operated so suc- 
cessfully in the Upper Peninsula last 
spring. After traveling south over 
the Michigan Central to Bay City, it 
will bé switghed to the Detroit and 
Mackinac and headed north again. 

Nearly thirty “schools” will be held 
during the trip, with thirteen of them 
scheduled for the first leg of the run. 

During the first four days of this 
week the trgin visited Cheboygan, 
Wolverine, Gaylord and Elmira. The 
schedule for the remainder of the trip 
to Bay City ig announced as follows: 
Jchannesburg, Sept, 22-23; Otsego 
Lake, Sept. 25; Frederic, Sept. 26; 
Grayling Sept. 27; West Branch, Sept. 
28; Alger, Sept. 29; Kawkawlin, Sept, 
30; Gladwin, Oct, 2; Bay City Oct. 3; 
Midland Oct. 4. 

The train is being run through the 
co-operation of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural College, which is providing the 
corps of land clearing experts; the 
two railroads, which are providmg 
transportation; commercial compani- 
es, which are providing explosive 
&nd implements for use in the demon- 
stration schoqls; and county agents, 
farm bureaus, and the Northeastern 
Michigan Development Bureau, thru 
its secretary T. F. Marston, which 
have assisted in arranging the itiner- 
ary.

The work includes various methods of 
stump pulling and blasting. .

The recent ten per cent cut on all 
treight rates except agricultural com- 
modities will save farmers about $127- 
000,000 on their purchatey of other 
products, jt is estimated. The farm- 
ers’ ten per cent cut was effective 
January llast for a six months trial. 
July 1 it was extended indefinite- 
ly. The. farmer is now enjoying a 
ten per cent general reduction on all 

freight rates, 

The Farm Bureau led sli other in- 
terests in getting the ten per cent 
agricultural reduction ordered Dec- 
ember 3, 1921 by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. In March, 1921 
the American Farm Bureau called a 


During the sum- 
mer of 1921 the Bureau petitioned 
President Harding and the I, C. C. for 
a reduction on live stock, grain, gwain 
products and hay. In July ang Au- 
gust the Federation took part in hear- 
ings before the I. C. ©.

FEED POINTS FOR DAIRYMAN 


To Obtain Maximum Milk Production 
Cow Must Be Attended to at 
\'t Proper Moment. 


If you would get a maximum milk 
Production from your cows, feed the 
right feed at the right thme and In the 
right amounts. advises M. H, Keeney, 
dairy specialist of the New Jersey 
State College of Agriculture. 

Mr. Keetiey gives the following prac- 
ticul suggestions for datrymen in 
feeding for mulk production: 

1. Feed all the roughage a cow will

GROWING RATIONS FOR CALF 


in Feeding Young Dairy Animals Ma- 
terial Supplied Must Be Flesh. 
Building—Salt ts Neeced. 
— 

“There are two things te remeniber 
in feeding dairy calves,” says EL oA 
Hanson, dairy specialist with the agri 
eulraral extension division of the Unis 
versity of Minnesota, ‘The feed must 
make then grow and must suppir 
fiesh-building material so they will be 
in good condition. 

Growing feeds, he says, consist of 
skint wmitk, claver hay, outs, bran gnd 
ail meal. The fattening feeds are 
corn, barley and oi} meal. For calves 
under six months old in) good condi- 
thon and having a soft, mellow hide 
a mixture of 80 pounds ground corn 
30) pounds ground oats. 30° pounds 
bran and 10 pounds off meal, fed threa 
tu five pounds daily, is recommended 
by Mr. Hanson, A mixture of 30 
pounds ground corn, 20 pounds ground 
barley, 40 pounds ground oats and 10 
pounds oi] meal, also fed ut the rate 
of from three to five pounds a day, is 
advised for calves in poor condition. 

“Salt improves the calf's appetite, 
so keep a box with clean salt in shel- 
tered place where the calf may eat of 
it freely," Mr. Hanson advises. “Pro- 
yide all the good clover or alfalfa hay 
the enlf will ent up clean. Never al 
low the culves or yearlings to run wilh 
the herd.”

About 7,800 of the old emblems have 
been issued to breeders and ethers 
working with the department in im- 
proving the utility value of farm ani- 
mals, reducing the number of runts, 
and in other ways beuefiting the live 
stock of the country.

Cities to Use Maps. 
As u result of these studies by the ; 


schools, the two great airship centers 
of the urmy air service, a number of 
cities are pluoning to use serial photo- 
graphic maps in connection with city 
plunning, traffic control, street widen- 
ing and fire protection work, accord- 
ing to army officers. 

Other uses to which photographie 
giaps are belug put are preliminary 
investigations of watersheds, hydro- 
electric developments, highway, rail- 
road and ‘Gahal location, forest sur- 
veys and various engineering works, 

Army air officers have perfected 
automatic timing of exposures to 
cover the proper ground area, and at 
the same time secure the necessary 
overlap for the’ accurate fitting to- 
gether of individual negatives. This 
permits taking of pictures froin the 
moving airship or airplane, 

Perfect Picture Methoda. 

Lenses have been dlacovered espe- 
elally adapted for this type of work, 
and the officers have developed the 
technique covering such detatis as the 
best helght from which to take pic- 
tures for specific purposes, speed of 
alrplane and maintenance of level 
filghts to Snsure yerticality of view, 
The maps now produced by air service 
photographers, according te officers, 
attaln a high degree of accuracy and 
wealth of valuable detail, 

Aerial photography {is among the 
subjects tnught at the Ross Field 
school, Air service officers point out 
that among points of particwar value 
to engineering to be found in aerial 
photography are the speed with which 
such maps may he produced, ability 
to cover territory Inaccessible on foot, 
comparatively low cost and impos- 
sibtlity of omitting any feature of the 
area photographed.

~ RETURN TO 1085 


RAIL PEACE DECLARED ON ABOUT 
ONE-FOURTH OF RGADS AF- 
FECTED BY STRIKE. 


EXPECT COMPLETE SETTLEMENT 


Belleved Every One of 4,000,000 Will 
Be At Work Soon; Pay and Work- 
ing Conditions Unchanged. 


Chicago—Railwuy strike peace bas 
been virtually declared on approxim- 


ately one-fourth of the country’s 201- 


class one roads. The announcement 
was made late last week by the Rail- 
road Shep Crafts general conference 
committee which had been consider. 
ing a separate settlement plan drawn 
up at secret conferences held in Bal- 
timore ten days before. 

While the settlement Includes only 
30 per cent of the roads of the coun- 
try, it was believed that every one 
of the 400.000 men who have been on 
strike for the past 10 weeks would 
be back at work shortly. 

This will be possible through day 
and night shifts on the peace-making 
roads, where equipment is in bad 
shape and through the possibility of 
peace on other roads. 

The men will return to work at the 
present rates of pay as quickly as 
the agreements are signed. Bach 
road will sign individually, but all will 
be the same agreement. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
all of the men will be back at work 
within 30 days or will be given full 
pay, even if not working. 

They will receive all of the pension 
and working privileges they held 
when they quit work. This in effect, 
restores seniority rights although the 
word seniority igs not mentioned in 
the agreement. All men now at work 
will be retained if they are compe- 
tent, and there will be no discrimina- 
tion against them. 

All other matters will be settled by 
a committee of 12, six-from each side, 
until May 1, 1923.

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DEATH BY GAS IS DENOUNCED 


Prof. J, H. Mathews, Former World 
War Major, Condemns Method 
Used In Nevada. 


Nevada’s chamber of death, the gas 
room which a new Jaw in the state 
provides is to be 
used for the ex- 
ecution of con 
deroned criminals, 
{se strongly de 
bounced by Prof. 
J. H. Mathews, 
chairman of the 
department of 
chemistry,  Unle 
versity of Wis- 
consin, and ap ex- 
pert on poisonous 
gases. Professor 
Mathews — served 
a8 a mujor in the World war, studying 
gas warfare at the British front and 
serving in charge of the gas and flame 
branch of the trench warfare section 
of the United States vriny: 

“The purpose of gas in warfare is 
to produce as much agony and torture 
as possihle, in order that the victim 
may be at least incapacitated, If not act- 
ually killed,” Major Mathews is quoted 
as saying to the American Legion 
news service. “And it is inconceivable 
that a state should desire to use gases 
which produce such effects, The pur- 
pose of capital punishment is to re 
move the victim quietly and effective 
ly, in order that society hencéforth 
may be protected and to serve as a@ 
warning to other potential evildoers. 

“It is to be hoped that civilization 
has reached a point where revenge ts 
no longer a motive. Only savages tor- 
ture their victims before killing them; 
the use of any of the war gases to re- 
move criminals would be quite in line 
with the practice of savages.” 

Professor Mathews said there, were 
gases which mnight be used for execu- 
tlons, if the use of gas at all could 
ever be deemed wise. Cnrbon dioxide, 
the poisonous constitnent of ordinary 
illuminating gas, he declared would 
he the logical one to use. He asserted, 
however, that if the administration of 
gas for execution of criminals were 
curried out, it should be entirely in 
the hands of medically trained men 
who understand both its use and at- 
tendant dangers. 

“The horrors of poorly carried out 
electrocutions are sufficiently vivid in 
the minds of thinking people to make 
them abhor any method of execution 
which may not be beth humane and 
effective,” he declared.

| BRITISH FLEET IN DARDANELLES 


‘Poorly Equipped ‘for War Against 


+ Overwhelming’ Forces, Turkish 
Army Would Need Help. 


Washington—It is the firm convic- 
tion of high American military au- 
thorities that the swift and decisive 
action of the Britigh in ordering their 
entire Atlantic fleet to the Dardan- 
elles will first halt the Turkish In- 
vasion of the neutral zones and af- 
terwards end in an international can- 
ference upon Near Eastern issues. 

These views are based upon tn- 
formation in the hands of the war de- 
partment regarding the equipment of 
the Turkish army, {ts morale and the 
futility of a movement by the Kemal- 
ists against overwhelming forces. 
The only thing that might induce the 
Turks to fight on for the reclamation 
of Constantinople, it is stated, would 
be positive assurance of military sup- 
port from Russia. 

Officials of this government have 
little reason to believe, however, that 
the Russians will go openly and act- 
ively to the support of the Turks. It 
is suspected in Washington that they 
are giving the Kemalist army secret 
aid and comfort, but the soviet gov- 
ernment, it {a pointed out, is too 
much engaged at the moment in cul- 
tivating the British and other en- 
tente powers to rush precipitately in- 
to war that would drive -the British 
away from them. 

Also officials here strongly discount 
the reports that there is some sort 
of secret deal on between the Rus- 
sians, Germans and the Turks. All 
information which has come. to 
Washington through military and dip- 
lomatic channels is to the contrary, 
although it is well understood that 
the Turks are fighting with both 
German and Russian artillery and 
German and Russian ammunition. 

According to advices received by 
the war department, the Turkish 
forces are well supplied with field 
artillery of small caliber, but that 
they have very little artillery which 
would be effective in battle with the 
British fleet. 


ARABS PREPARE FOR WARFARE 


Success of Turks Throws Al! of 
Europe tnto Turmoil. 
London—All_ the Arabspeaking 


countries of the Near East have de- 
cided to rise against Great Britain 
and ‘the Allies in g war for Independ- 
nce, 

Encouraged by success of Turkish 
arms, @ plot recently hatched at Mec- 
ca, pilgrimage city of Mohammedism, 
where no Christians may enter, is to 
be put into effect at once, it was 
learned. 

Syria, Mesopotamia, Palestine. 
Egypt and Arabia will rise jn arms in 
2 holy war for freedom and form the 
United States of Arabia. 

A secret conference of delegates of 
all Arab-speaking countries held at 
the forbidden city, decided that all 
foreign yokes, including mandates 
and spheres of influence, must be 
thrown off. 

Mustapha Kemal's sweeping victor- 
ies in Asia Minor has given the sig- 
nal to strike. The Moslems who will 
rise will immediately establish close 
relations with the Turks, according 
to their proposed constitution.

Herole Struggte to Live Revealed in 
Huddted Victims. 


Jackson, Cal.—Al 47 of the miners 
entombed in the Argonaut mine Au- 
gust 27, are dead, it was announced 
offclally Monday night by the rescue 
party. 

A note found on one of the bodies 
indicated that all the men had died 
within five hours of the beginning of 
the fire August 27, officials said. 

The note found read as follows: 

“3 a.m., gas bad.” 

The bodies were piled one on top 
of another and decomposition had 
progressed so far that Identification 
would be impossible. :
